As an outcome of the longshore¬ 
men’s strike for an increase of wages 
to 25 cents an hour, which has been 
in progress for a month, the greater 
portion of San Juan, Porto Kico, was 
under control of a mob the other 
night. The mob, of which there were 
about 1000 armed persons, dug up 
paving blocks and stones, and with 
these and other missiles rushed 
through the streets fighting the po¬ 
lice, who were armed with rifles and 
fired scores of shots, but mostly in 
the air. One person was killed and 
there are forty injured in the hos¬ 
pital, three or four of whom may die. 


Four lives were lost by the capsiz¬ 
ing of a small skiff on Swan river, five 
miles north of Vera, near lugstrom’s 
landing, Minn. 

Tremendous rains have fallen re¬ 
cently at Valparaiso, Chile, and the 
lower part of the city is totally flood¬ 
ed. Smallpox is raging in severe 
form. 

Fire destroyed the mill, warehouse 
and elevator of the Kansas City Mill¬ 
ing Company at Broadway and Twen- j 
ty-fourth street, Kansas City, entail¬ 
ing a loss of 8100,000. 

The United States Government has ! 
informed Morocco that it will send a 
representative to the international 
congress on Moroccan reform. Por- ' 
tugal has accepted the invitation of t 
the Sultan to send a representative to 
the conference. 

Three large insurance companies of 
New York are to be investigated by 
the Insurance Commissions of Ten , 
nessee, Kentucky, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, as a result of a meeting of 
eight State Insurance Commissioners 
held iii Chicago. 

Sevep sailors were killed and eight 
severely injured by the explosion of a 
submarine mine during mining prac¬ 
tice iu the Sandhamne roads near 
Stockholm, Sweden. A boat contain¬ 
ing the victims struck the mine and 
was blown into the air. 

The report of George P. Keating 
and George R. Teller, appraisers of 
the defunct German Bank of Buffalo, 
N. Y., shows that though the face 
value of the bank's as»ets were 86,- 
799,176, their actual value as estimat¬ 
ed by the appraisers is about 83,930,- , 
070. 

The Viceroy of Canton has ejected 
the monks from the monastery at! 
Canton, China, in consequence of J 
their opposition to a proposed school, j 
and has sold the monastery and its 
lands at auction, realizing 8300,000. 
He is spending the money in estab¬ 
lishing a normal school on foreign 
lilies for the children of two prov¬ 
inces. 

Destruction of mosquito larvae by 
petroleum and the weeding out of j 
shrubbery in moist places in and 
about the Long Island and New Jer¬ 
sey coast resorts has almost eliminat¬ 
ed the pests. The sprinkling of pools 
with crude oil has been re-enforced 
by systematic ditching at many 
points, which has completely obliter¬ 
ated the damp spots where the mos 
quitoes were in former years bred by 
the million. 

M. rokotiloff does not regard the 
Chinese boycott as likely to prove a 
serious movement. It has not the 
Government sanction, he said, and he 
was of the opinion that more promi¬ 
nence was given to the movement in 
America than in China. M. Pokoti- 
loff, who is 40 years of age, is an ex¬ 
pert on Chinese, Mongolian and Mam- 
churian affairs, and has had much ex¬ 
perience in connection with Russian 
work in the Far East. 

News has been received at Victoria, 
B. C., from Hongkong by the steam¬ 
ship Empress of Japan of horrible 
atrocities committed by a French dis¬ 
trict officer at Kwangchouwan, near 
Hainan, which was recently leased to 
France by China. M. Liegeot died 
under mysterious circumstances, the 
medical officer stating death to be 
due to sunstroke. An investigation, 
however, brought to light the fact 
that the deceased had been guilty of 
practicing frightful atrocities upon 
alleged Chinese pirates. The victims 
were made drunk, beaten with rattans 
and ironed as a laundryman does 
linen, with red-hot iron plates, until 
dead. 

What was perhaps the most interest- 
ng event of last week in real estate 
circles iu New York city was the leas¬ 
ing of a new six-story business build¬ 
ing, to be erected on the plot at the 
corner of Washington and West Elev¬ 
enth streets. The building was rent¬ 
ed by the Italian-Swiss Colony of San 


Chicago.—The Daily News says: 
Disclosures made in connection with 
frequent meetings held at secret ren¬ 
dezvous iu this city have brought to 
light that Chicago has played an im¬ 
portant part, in instituting the boycott 
now raging in China against American 
manufactures. Chin Pak Sun, a lead¬ 
ing Chinese merchant, outlined the 
situation. Rigid enforcement of the 
provisions of the exclusion act stirred 
the Chinese to dabbling in economic 
studies. Three Chicago Chiuese of 
wealth were barred from bringing 
their wives into the United States. 

These examples and others incensed 
the Chinese, and, it now develops, 
made possible the rapid growth and 
successful development of the associa¬ 
tion that is now coaching Chinese all 
over the world. 

Washington. —Labor leaders have 
charged that a gigantic conspiracy 
lias been entered into by the enemies 
of organized labor to break down the 
barriers against Chinese immigration 
and undesirable immigration of other 
classes for the purpose of weakening 
labor organizations in this country. 
It is charged by labor leaders that 
certain Chinese officials and a number 
of American capitalists who aro o;V 
posed to organized labor have entered 
into a conspiracy to inaugurate n Chi¬ 
nese boycott of American goods, so 
that discrimination against American 
goods can lie used as a pretext for re¬ 
laxing the rigor with which the Chi¬ 
uese exclusion laws tiave been admin¬ 
istered, particularly those sections 
relating to the admission of mer¬ 
chants and students. 

President Roosevelt, in response to 
this boycott, has directed that more 
liberal treatment be accorded the Chi¬ 
nese students and merchants who "isit 
the UnitedSJStntes, and that as a re¬ 
sult of this order, it is declared, Chi¬ 
uese not entitled to entor are pouring 
in at the port of San Francisco by 
the hundred. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, will 
take personal charge of the fight, 
against any further letting down of 
the bars, and will visit the various 
labor centers of tbe country for the 
purpose of arousing labor organiza¬ 
tions to action. 

At the labor convention which will 
meet at Toronto in a few days the 
real fight against exclusion will begin 
and steps will be taken to have Con¬ 
gress petitioned to prevent any fur¬ 
ther modifications of the exclusion 
law. 


Washington.—The Immigration Bu¬ 
reau has collected evidence of the 
Operations of a ring of Chinese and 
Americans in Hongkong for the pur¬ 
pose of procuring the entrnnee of dis¬ 
eased Chinese into the United States. 

J These operations have been carried on 
’ for some time, ami the bureau has no 
means of knowing how many Chinese 
were admitted. 

It, was reported here that Chief Wil¬ 
kie of the secret service went to 
Hongkong and Shanghai for the pur¬ 
pose of investigating this fraud, with 
others. Chief Wilkie denied that and 
declined to tell wlmt, his real errand 
was. He admitted, however, that tie 
heard of the existence of the ring 
while in Hongkong, having been in¬ 
formed of it by Dr. White of the Ma¬ 
rine Hospital service, who told him 
an American doctor, named Jones, 
was selling certificates of health for 
850 each, with which the holders were 
able to board the steamer for Sail 
Francisco. 

On the steamer returning to Sun 
Francisco, Chief Wilkie was informed 
by the surgeon of the ship that, Chi¬ 
nese hud been found who had a solu¬ 
tion of adrenalin chloride, which they 
applied to their eyes just before land¬ 
ing at San Francisco. This solution 
temporarily covered up the evidence 
of trachoma by driving the blood 
from the eyelids, and only ail expert 
could detect the fraud. No one 
knows how many Celestials practiced 
this fraud. 

The Immigration Bureau has secur¬ 
ed photographs of a certificate in 
Chinese reading as follows' 

“Hongkong. — Received of Lee Wee 
850 for an American doctor or doctors 
for certificates of health and solution. 
If Leo Woe fails to get about d the 
steamer for San Francisco this 850 
will be returned to him. 

“JUAN Y1NG TA1 & CO.. 

“Guarantors. ” 

A number of such certificates have 
been captured in San Francisco, 
showing that certain Americans iu 
Hongkong are in league with the Chi¬ 
nese to violate the immigration and 
exclusion laws. An investigation is 
now being made, it is understood, 
though the officials are reticent. 

An effort will tie made at, the com¬ 
ing session of Congress to have immi¬ 
gration inspectors sent to China to 
take charge of the inspection of Chi¬ 
nese immigrants to the United States. 
The Immigration Bureau says it is 
impossible to stop the frauds unless 
it has its own men, who can be held 
responsible. 


Francisco for fifteen years, at an ag¬ 
gregate rental of 8200,000.

S. A., who returned from his com¬ 
mand iu the Philippines a few weeks 
ago for a slight operation on his head, 
said: “1 understand there have been 
rumors of my intention not to return 
to the Philippines. 1 want to say 
that 1 sincerely wish to go back and 
intend to do so in about a month. I 
expect to spend two more years in the 
islands. ” 

Undesirable immigrants from all 
parts of Europe are pouring into this 
country at an increased rate, accord¬ 
ing to United States Commissioner 
Watchorn. About 48,000 immigrants 
arrived in New Yorlt during July, 
against 36,000 in the same period last 
year. The undesirable element is 
shown by the increased number of de¬ 
portations. More than 1000 were sent 
back during July, as against 645 a 
year ago. 


Perennial Strawberries in Happy Valley 

Redding.—in Happy valley, in this 
county, strawberries have borne con¬ 
tinuously through the season, which 
is even not yet, ended. Instead of the 
two ordinary crops that growers are 
accustomed to harvest, the vines have 
borne ripe fruit throughout the season 
and there are as many ripening ber¬ 
ries in the patches now as at any time 
this year. As fast as the berries are 
gathered the vines blossom anew and 
more fruit matures. The latest ber¬ 
ries are not so large as those produc¬ 
ed earlier, hut they are of much finer 
; flavor and find ready sale for that 
] reason. It seems almost incredible, 

; but A. Anderson of Oak, in the west¬ 
ern end of Happy valley, says that he 
has marketed 8500 worth of strawber¬ 
ries so far this season from the patch 
of only one acre and there are more 
coming on. 

Shacks in Aberdeen Must Go. 

Aberdeen, Wash.—The City Council 
has empowered Mayor Lindstrom to 
move or destroy all of the temporary 
buildings designated as shacks, built 
| and occupied since the fire of 1903, 
against which the authorities have 
been waging a war for some time. 
This order affects eighteen business 
firms and owners designated in tbe 
ordinance as well as others. It will 
result in tbe occupancy of some of 
the rooms now vacant in substantial 
business blocks. 


Chicago. American farms will pro¬ 
duce bigger and hotter crops and re¬ 
turn more millions in revenue to 
farming interests this year than ever 
i before in the history ot the country.

Unanimously optimistic reports 
j come from Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, the Far Southwest, the I’a 
eifle Coast and the wonderful spring 
wheat crop of the Northwest. Ignite 
as much to the point, if not even 
more, in casting up the ledger of 
prosperity, is the prospect, that prices, 
i compared with the hugeness of the 
production, will he higher than they 
have been since war times. 

An estimate of the total value of 
; farm products, based on present m .r 
' kct. quotations, would present an nr 
ray of figures that would bo stagger 
ing. If this general survey tie extra) 
agant, practically every shrewd rail 
road crop inspector and every state 
I statistician will have been discredited. 

There is a singular unanimity of 
] opinion among those calculated best 
qualified to speak of the conditions 
and prospects. But a dose-range in¬ 
spection of the corn fields, of the 
winter wheat Helds and of the general 
| conditions prevailing iu the spring 
wheat territory justify the flattering 
| comments that are made. 

The wheat crop will he about 718,- 
! 000,000 bushels, or 114,000,000 more 
than last, year. 

There will he fully 370,000,000 hush- 
els inure corn than last year, when 
; the output was 2,407,000,000 bushels. 
Tlie increase in other crops will be 
I about iu proportion.

Anti-Tra<linj{ Stamp Law Unconstitutional 

Seattle. — Federal Judge Hanford 
knocked out the State law prohibiting 
the sale of trading stamps. He held 
the act to he unconstitutional. The 
decision was handed down in the ha¬ 
beas corpus proceedings brought By 
Ernest Hutchinson, who had bean in¬ 
formed against, in the Superior Court. 
In his decision Judge Hanford said 
that while the Federal Courts hesitnt 
ed to act upon questions affecting 
States, Ihis was dearly an act that 
prevented legitimate competition and 
was in restraint of trade. On these 
grounds the court held the law to tie 
unconstitutional. 


Will Advertise for Men for Canal. 

Washington. — The Administration 
will meet the action of the Japanese 
officers who recently determined that 
PauHtua was not fit for Japanese la¬ 
borers by issuing advertisements for 
laborers to work on the canal. It i» 
the intention to point out the advan ¬ 
tage of the woik, the good wages, the 
improved sanitary conditions and the 
care exorcised by the Government 
over the men in order to attract la¬ 
borers to file isthmus. 


Grapes Advance in Price 
Lodi.—The price of Tokay grapes 
has advanced from 8150 an aero for 
the crop to 8180 an acre, this figure 
being paid Saturday for the crop from 
a ten-acre vineyard in this county, 
in this bargain the purchasing com 
puny picks the grapes and the owner 
practically clears 81H0 per acre. The- 
grape crop of Northern San Joaquin 
will fie the heaviest in years and over 
1000 acres of new vines will come in 
hearing this season.

In fact, they 
are calling for them all the time to 
build railroads, mills and to engage 
In other sorts of enterprises for the 
development of the State. The pur¬ 
pose of a statesman, therefore, should 
bo to have them dealt with justly—to 
set- to It that they get what they ure 
entitled to and nothing more, that they 
do not become the oppressors of the 
people. 

Advertising has now become a part 
*>f the arts of war, as practiced by the 
Japanese. When they occupied Dalny, 
after the Russians abandoned it. there 
were no gates for the dry docks.

The next 
day a Chinaman appeared ut head¬ 
quarters In response to the "nd.” and 
told them where the gates were sunk. 

A priest in a factory district of 
western Massachusetts recently be¬ 
gan a crusade against costly funerals 
among his parishioners. On investiga¬ 
tion he found that their expense fre¬ 
quently impoverished tin 1 bereaved 
family, and that in order to pay for 
a magnificent coffin, elaborate floral 
settings and a long procession of car 
riages, all of which constituted only 
“a passing pageant of an hour,” a 
household was often compelled to deny 
Itself for months the bare necessities 
•of life. In his pulpit accordingly he 
denounced such practices, and asked 
that henceforth those of his flock who 
died be burled as simply as they had 
lived. The words of this priest bore 
good fruit. Simplicity Instead of os¬ 
tentation has more and more charac¬ 
terized the funerals of his parish, and 
as a result the community as a whole 
has been much happier. This was not 
because it grieved the less over Its 
dead, but because, being less starved 
by extravagant manifestations of its 
sorrows, it could bear them with a 
greater fortitude. Nor has a single 
parish only been blessed. The senti¬ 
ment against costly ceremonials for 
the dead has spread to other parts of 
Massachusetts, where other clergymen 
have followed the example of the 
priest. It Is to be hoped that the gos¬ 
pel of simple grief, as some have call¬ 
ed it, may find its way everywhere. 

Somebody wants to know how King 
Mdwaid's work compares with that of 


President Roosevelt and what Vic¬ 
toria's son really stands for in Great 
Britain. There can bo no comparison 
between the two rulers. President 
Roosevelt really i ales. He has all the 
power commonly accredited to a mon¬ 
arch. and he can do scores of things 
that no king would ever dream of do¬ 
ing. King Edward sustains a fleavy 
load of dignity and draws a stipend 
from the public treasury that is meas 
ured in seven figures, that is about all. 
He is the social head of his country. 
He makes precedent. He is fashion 
itself. The things that the king does 
are good lorm and are really the laws 
of society and are aped by the people. 
It is odd how well loved Is this man 
who plays such a small part In the 
affairs of government. London has 
100.000 of starving poor. Most of 
them are starving because opportunity 
has been denied them. And they lay 
their hands on their empty stomachs, 
while they cry, “God save the king." 
Mighty hordes of the unemployed 
march the streets of the greatest elty 
of the world and again the cry is 
heard, “God save the king.” You see, 
rich and poor really love this monarch. 
Time was when the rabble would 
have stormed a castle and shortened 
the king by a head, but that was in an 
age when a king was Indeed a king 
and the common people were dogs. 
Now, your Englishman, whether high 
or low, may curse parliament and the 
war lords and all those who increase 
the tax burdens, but he will never miss 
an opportunity to get down on his 
marrowbones to the first gentleman of 
Europe. 

Have the ocean cable and quick 
overland communication diminished i 
the importance of diplomatic repre¬ 
sentatives to foreign governments, as | 
some persons assert? The foreign offi-: 
eers of two governments can so easily 
confer over the wire, they say, that a 
nation needs only an occasional special 
envoy who may be charged with the 
completion of a particular negotiation. 
That theory of the diplomatic service 
overlooks the great value of ambassa¬ 
dors and ministers in creating an at¬ 
mosphere friendly to their own coun¬ 
try. Think how much Wu Ting-fang, 
the gifted Chinese minister who left 
here a few years ago, did by his 
speeches before commercial gatherings 
and educational Institutions to bring 
Americana to recognize some of the 
intrinsic merits of the long-lived em¬ 
pire which he represented. Our Presi¬ 
dents usually send to the court of St. 
James an ambassador of good oratori¬ 
cal abilities. His Influence there may 
be very great. An old French proverb 
declares that “Absent people are al-} 
ways In the wrong.” It Is easy to mis-! 
understand those whom we do not see. 
Thousands of petty disagreements in 
every-day life can be ended by a little 
plain talk. Because diplomatists serve 
this end, their expensive establish¬ 
ments and lavish entertainments are 
not so purposeless ns they seem at 
first thought. It may have seemed 
wasteful for the Russian and the Jap -1 
anese representatives In Washington, 
during the last winter of terrible strug-. 
gle at home over the destinies of the 
far East, to give costly receptions. 
But the entertainments doubtless have 
an effect on American public sent!- j 
merit, just as did the Japanese exhibit 
nt the World’s Fair, maintained in the 
same spirit. If diplomacy can in any ! 
case shorten the duration of war by 1 
a singh> day, it has earned its cost 
for years. Fancy lees are much cheap¬ 
er than gunpowder.

IIow Trifles Count lip. 

Some interesting statistics have 
been compiled showing how trifling 
articles count up in a year on the 
Santa Fe system. In the 400 stations 
between Chicago ami the l’acitlc coast 
are slot machines containing gum. Into 
these machines last year were dropped 
1,150,000 pennies for gum, the sum 
being $ 11 , 500 . The pins used by offi¬ 
cials and employes of the Santa Fe 
system last year weighed 5,000 pounds. 
To keep the depots and offices clean 
20,000 brooms were used. Th - lead 
pencils used, If placed end to end, 
would make a line over 325 miles long. 
Fifty barrels cf ink and 400,000 pens 
were used.

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Simple Farm Gate. 

The gate shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration is recommended by a 
correspondent of the Montreal Fam¬ 
ily Herald. The gate Is intended for 
inside locations, upon a farm instead 
of bars or swinging gates which are 
troublesome and apt to get out of or¬ 
der. The correspondent has six of 
these gates on his ranch, and expects 
soon to put in as many more. It will 
he noticed that the gate is not hung 
on hinges. It consists simply of a 
hurdle which stands between two 
strong posts set so that the gate easily 
passes back between them. The sec¬ 
ond bar of the gate rests on a cleat 
A, shown in the illustration. This 
cleat consists of inch lumber, four 
inches wide and 12 or 14 inches long. 
The gate will slide easily if the top of 
the cleat is greased.

This Year’s Wheat Crop. 

Another bumper wheat crop is in 
prospect. Estimates by thc Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture on grain in tlie 
field indicate a total yield of winter 
wheat of over 411,000,000 bushels 
against 401,085,887 In 1903 and 325,- 
374,503 I 11 1904; a gain of 10,314,113 
bushels over 1903 and 85,225,497 bush¬ 
els over 1904. The estimate on spring 
wheat Is 348,000,000 bushels, but there 
are good reasons for believing that 
the yield will be from 10 , 000.000 to 
15,000,000 bushels greater than the 
present estimate. However, the com¬ 
parison, accepting the estimate ns 
correct. Is interesting, showing an ex¬ 
cess for 1905 over the yield of 1004 and 
less than 1903, as follows: Estimate 
of yield of spring wheat, 1905, i’,48,- 
000,000 bushels, against 355,183,650 in 
1903 and 279,690,056 bushels iu 1904, 
about 7,000,000 bushels less than the 
yield of 1903 and 08,303,344 more than 
last year. According to tlie official es¬ 
timate, the total wheat crop of the 
United States this year will be 070,- 
000,000 bushels. Unless serious dnin- 
nge comes to spring wheat during its 
ripening, tlie total wlient yield of tlie 
United States will he about 118,000,000 
greater than in 1904 and 33,000,000 In 
excess of 1903.—Kpitomlst 

Cost of Making; Beef. 

It has been accepted as proved that 
the younger an animal the lower ls 
the cost of putting on flesh and fat. 
Some experiments have been made to 
prove tills, but the data are too mea¬ 
ger to permit of tlie building of very 
strong arguments on them. Professor 
Mumford of the Illinois station has 
taken up the question and is making 
an experiment that will at least add 
to the volume of the data if it does 
not settle tlie question, which it prob¬ 
ably will not. Herds of various ages 
are being fed at tlie station, and tiiese 
will be marketed ns fast as ready and 
careful reports compiled of the cost 
of gain made on each lot. There is a 
point beyond which it docs not pay a 
farmer to keep an animal, even 
though that animal is all the time 
gaining in weight. The station ls try¬ 
ing to find the point at which steer 
feeding must stop, if a profit is to lie 
made. Every day after that point the 
farmer is losing money and losing the 
time he is putting on the care of the 
animal. 

A Kicking; Cow. 

There are many recommended meth¬ 
ods of dealing with kicking cows. One, 
which is by some found to be very 
effective, is to rope or strap the hind 
legs together just above the hock. Tlie 
rope or strap should lie put 011 in the 
form of a figure eight, having it cross 
between the legs. Some milkers ap¬ 
ply tlie rope close down to the feet 
and fasten it to a ring in tlie floor. 
Rather than fasten tlie rope securely, 
It is better at the first trial to have 
an attendant to hold the rope, so that 
he can loosen it in ease the cow throws 
herself in her effort to kick. A plan 
that does no good and generally much 
harm is to beat the animal. This only 
Increases the retaliation in the form 
of kicking. A kicking cow is an an¬ 
gry cow, and after one lias exhausted 
his efforts in attempting to soothe her 
by means of patting, currying, giving 
mashes, etc., without success, the only 
thing to do is to secure her in a man¬ 
ner that she can neither kick nor in¬ 
jure herself.—American Cultivator.

Formerly when a person was 
burned or had lost a portion of the 
sldn from the body that of another In¬ 
dividual was taken from an arm or 
leg and grafted upon the burned sur¬ 
face. Now it lias been discovered in 
case of burns or similar injuries, if 
the wound is properly disinfected and 
quickly covered with the skin of an 
egg taken from a fresh egg it will 
cause tlie wound to heal and new skin 
will appear tlie same as if from the 
arm of an individual. The skiu of an 
egg actually grows over the wound 
nnd new skin is formed over and 
through it. 

Cold lu the Head.—The hot foot 
bath should not be allowed to become 
old-fashioned as a remedy for a cold 
—especially in the head. It must lie 
properly given to be effective. The 
patient’s body should be well covered, 
the receptacle for the water should be 
deep and preferably narrow, for the 
higher the water reaches up the calves 
of tlie legs the bettor. A heaping tea¬ 
spoonful of mustard should be added 
and tlie feet should go into the wa¬ 
ter as hot as enn be borne, fresh hot 
water being slowly added as that in 
the bath cools. The whole process 
should last twenty minutes to half an 
hour, and during this time a glass or 
hot water or lemonade should be 
slowly sipped. When the feet are re¬ 
moved from the water five minutes* 
irteution is needed from a second per¬ 
son, as it is most important that the 
feet should be quickly dried and the 
patient immediately covered up very 
warm, preferably with a hot water 
bottle to the feet in order that pro¬ 
fuse perspiration, which is the princi¬ 
pal result to be desired, should not be 
checked.

The 
child naturally wants to construct, to make things, to pro¬ 
ject his ideas into form. However you approach the ques¬ 
tion of fads, they are of greatest value in nn educational 

Those who talk of a return to the three It’s savor 
of medievalism. There Is an odor of the middle ages about 
such assertions. The man or woman who attacks the so- 
called fads simply reveals his or her complete ignorance of 
the educational value of fads.

THE “ORDINARY” WORKMAN.

1 While it may be true that there is little or 

Ml no chance for the ordinary machinist, or man of 
H'l kindred trade, to work himself up through his 
ff.J vocation. It is equally true that there is plenty of 
gfj opportunity for the worker in these lines who is 
Lr not ordinary for the “extra-ordinary” worker. The 
9 ordinary worker and the man who succeeds 
JR through his work are separate and distinct types. 
flBkV One has but to enter the workshop of any large 
concern where a hundred or more men are employed at the 
same kind of work. Even the most untrained observer, if he 
tries, can pick out the “extra-ordinary” men from the 
others. 

The ordinary workman is a cog in a machine. He does 


the work allotted to him with such degree of efficiency as 
to hold his position. This is all. He never progresses, 
never learns anything about the line he is in except ids 
own little stunt, never trios for anything better than a place 
at his bench or lathe, never reaches out. He does what his 
employers consider a fair day’s work, never more, and he 
does this only because he knows that just so soon as he 
fails to do It he will be out of a position. This is the 
“ordinary” worker, the man of the class included in the 
labor leader's sweeping statement. 

The worker who amounts to something—the extra-or¬ 
dinary worker—may not exert himself physically as much 
as does his companion who stays at his work until the 
end, but while he works he keeps his eyes open and learns 
something besides his own Job. This is the difference. He 
sees that it Is not in the performance of the one job before 
him that success is to be won, but in the things that he 
masters from the vantage point of the good workman. If 
he is a machinist he learns his machine and the things he 
makes. He sees them go through his hands day after day 
and if there is any possibility of improvement he is sure 
to find it out. Then, if he is of the right kind he begins 
to study ways and means to make the needed improvement. 
Employers begin to reckon seriously with the men under 
them as soon as they see they have ideas of their own 
that are worth something.

The primary 
purpose is to have all foodstuffs sold 
under truthful labels and to be what 
they are represented to be. The same 
thing should be true of other products. 
It has been maintained by some per- 
db. h. w. wilet. sons that in food products “deception 
is the life of trade.” Statistics have proved that 
where food laws have been enforced there has been 
an increase of business, not a diminution. This is due 
to the increase in the buyers’ confidence that when they 
purchase foodstuffs they are getting what they ask for.

GREAT RUSSIAN WATERWAY. 

Czar’s Government Planning for Bal¬ 
tic-Black Sea Ship Canal. 

The recent appointment of a com¬ 
mission to examine the question of 
constructing a canal to unite the Bal¬ 
tic nnd Black Seas revives interest 
in this tremendous project, which is 
no less than digging a canal equnl in 
length to most of the so-called canals 
on Mars. It is by all odds the greatest 
canal scheme of modern times, and 
while it presents difficulties, such as 
passing the Cataracts of the Dnieper 
Hivor, which have a total fall of 107 
feet, it is not considered by any means 
! impracticable. 

While the canal is primarily a strate¬ 
gic work, for Russia has a large fleet 
in the Black Sea which is rusting 
from inertia, it is just as important 
commercially, for, as no other agency

could, it will open up trade in the in- 
! terior of the Tsar’s European domains, 
and by its tolls be not only self-sup¬ 
porting but a source of revenue to the 
government. 

Longest Canal in World. 

From Riga, on the Baltic, to Kher¬ 
son, at the entrance to the Blnck Sea, 
is only 800 miles in a straight line, 
but the canal, as mapped by Mr. 
ltuckteschell, who, it is said, will pos¬ 
sibly be Intrusted with its building, 
! will be almost twice as long, or be¬ 
tween 1,410 nnd 1,408 miles, aceordlng 
to tlie route selected. When completed 
i it will lie the longest canal in the 
i world, hut in spite of ttiese superla- 


of almost as much importance as the 
canal itself. 

Apart from the extensive works to 
he built at the cataracts and the actual 
digging of only twelve miles through 
a country presenting no great difficulty 
to the operation, the canal building 
will very largely be the simple work 
of dredging a deep channel in the 
rivers and tlie existing canal and the 
widening of the latter. 

No one familiar with Russia's hu¬ 
miliating position on the Black Sea ^ 
need be told that the subject is an old •—« 
one and a recognized necessity, for 
while the Tsar has been permitted to 
build a powerful fleet of warships oti 
the Black Sea, treaties and conven¬ 
tions extending back almost a cen¬ 
tury, or siiK-e 1809, have closed the 
gates of the Dardanelles upon them. 

The Black Sea fleet, which consists 
of about 150 ships, has been “locked” 
in the Rlack Sea principally through 
British action, although Russia' is a 
party to most of the treaties, recogniz¬ 
ing the fact that it is some consolation 
to know that no other force, not even 
a Rritish fleet, may pass through the 
straits, “the key to the Tsar's home,” 
as Napoleon described it.

Postage was always a sore point in 
the old days. It might be either pre¬ 
paid or collected on delivery, and un¬ 
lucky recipients of long-winded epis¬ 
tles or other useless matter often had 
a substantial grievance. The author 
of “The Old Farmer and his Almanac,” 
gives u few of Mr. Thomas’ frequent 
hints to his contributors to pay the 
postage on what they sent to him. 

His first allusion to the matter was 
- in the Almanack for 1800, and is ap¬ 
pended to a compliment which he pays 
to a highly respected Quaker corre¬ 
spondent: 

“Friend It. D. is tendered the edi¬ 
tor’s best thanks, for his several valu¬ 
able communications, at the same time 
solicits a continuance of his corre¬ 
spondence. The postage the editor 
will ever be happy in paying, though 
in some is a great looser.” 

One of the "loosing" cases appears 
in 1809: 

“A. It. Q. is thanked for his season¬ 
able information. Though we would 
remind him that his communications 
' come so coated up that we are obliged 
1 to pay double postage oil them, we 
would advise him in future 1o leave off 
tlie wrapper or pay the postage.” 

Again in 1810: “E. IV. and others 

will *>e kind enough to pay postage on 
answers tp Kiddles in future, or they 
; will not be noticed.” 

A little later: “G. S. our Boston 
querest, have no objection to bis ask¬ 
ing questions every day in tlie year, 
provided he pays the postage.” 

E. F. in 1812 appears as a sinner 
against several principles: his “anec¬ 
dote is of the coarser kind, and not 
eaimble of being polished without in¬ 
juring the pith. His Meteorological 
observations, if correctly taken, would 
be useful. He will do well to remem¬ 
ber the postage in future.” 

By 181-1 the postage nuisance seems 
to have become intolerable. “J. H. 
Jr.” is informed that "we conceive 
his Questions to be unimportant, and 
not worth tlie money we paid for 
them,” and finally there is an emphatic 
pronunciamento to the world at large: 

“No notice will in future be taken of 
any answers to queries unless post 
paid.” 

Vermont Once a Republic. 

The Republic of Vermont—such was 
tile name of the Green Mouutaiii State 
in the days of Ethan Allen and John 
Stark before she joined the union. 
Then her people had the marked char¬ 
acteristics of a free and independent 
race and Vermonters have ever shown 
themselves worthy of the brotherhood 
of “the old thirteen,” widen they were 
the first to enter after the adoption 
of the constitution. 

The sturdy traits which made the 
sons and daughters of this common¬ 
wealth famous in the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury have been communicated in large 
degree to their descendants. Aside 
from recent additions to tlie population 
by French from Canada Vermont al¬ 
ways has been singularly free trom 
foreign admixture. Its people are al¬ 
most entirely agricultural, and manu¬ 
facturing is carried on by only a small 
percentage of the population. 

No slave was ever owned in Ver¬ 
mont aud it was a Vermont judge who 
brought to book a Southern slaveholder 
showing a bill of sale for a slave he 
Sought to reclaim. The hill was re¬ 
fused status in court and when tlie 
haughty Southerner demanded to be 
told what sort of title would he ac¬ 
ceptable Judge Theopliilus Harrington 
replied: “A bill of sale from God Al¬ 
mighty !”

HE DESTROYS SECRETS. 

Queer Business of Man Who Reduces 
Account Books to Pulp. 

“I have just paid a few cents a 
pound for old bopks and papers for 
which some one in this town would 
give thousands of dollars,” said a 
I downtown paper manufacturer a few 
days ago to the New York Sun, and 
he told the truth. 

A large part of his business consists 
; of destroying confidential papers for 
business houses, banks, brokers or any 
i one else who can furnish enough to 
! bother with. 

Tlie paper man pays for tills valu¬ 
able old paper only a few cents a 
i pound. That is all It is worth to him 
for reduction into pulp. Ills rates are 
a bit lower, perhaps, than those of tlie 
j Junkman, but with his purchase he 
gives a guaranty that nothing he buys 
i siiall ever be read or examined. 

A list of ills customers which he 
gives for reference is pretty good proof 
that he keeps his word and thnt tlie 
secrets of the waste-paper bags never 
1 leak out. The reference list shows 
[ that tlie manufacturer has destroyed 
| books, papers, etc., for about twenty 
; banks. Half ns many insurance com¬ 
panies, a dozen bankers and brokers, 
i several of the big wholesale dry goods 
; firms and a large number of retailers. 

“How do you destroy this valuable 
paper and make sure that nobody gets 
bold of it?” the manufacturer was 
asked. 

“It isn’t allowed to pass through 
very many hands,” was the answer, 
"and the men who do take care of it 
are ignorant. Some of them cannot 
read, but they would not have a chance 
to glean much out of our waste if they 
could. 

“When we get an order from a firm 
to destroy its books and papers we 
send a man up with a lot of big bags. 
The bindings are ripped off the books, 
their pages are torn apart nnd they 
are stuffed Into bags along with let¬ 
ters and any other waste the firm may 
have to offer. 

“The bags are sealed and put aboard 
a freight ear. Next day they arrive 
at our factory lu Connecticut, and the 
seals are not broken until the bugs are 
dropped beside a big vat filled with 
strong chemicals. 

“The papers are dumped into this, 
which reduces them to a pulp. An¬ 
other process cleans the ink from the 
plup, and then it goes into new paper. 
You see, there isn’t very much chance 
for any one to get hold of any Informa¬ 
tion set down on our waste paper, and 
I’m dead sure that our guarantee has 
never been broken. 

“Do we do a big business in de¬ 
stroying documents? Well, I should 
say yes. 

“Before we took hold o Ur hat new 
branch of the paper buolneea It was a 
good deal of a problem for some firms 
to know how to get rid of their old 


books and papers. It Is harder to 1 
burn a book than it is to burn a log. 

Papers are also easily carried up a 
chimney by a strong draught, and 
burning didn't solve the problem.

ARABS HOLD FRENCH NOBLE. 

Marquia of Seifonzac Captured on Trip 
in AtliiH Mountains, 

The marquis of Segonzac has been 
taken prisoner in the south of Morocco 
after making an exploring trip, tlie 
accounts of which read like a romance. 

Tlie mountainous parts of Morocco 
arc closed to fort igners, says tlie Bos¬ 
ton Globe; in fact, the authority of the 
sultan is hardly recognized except 
where bucked tip by an army.
